NEW COURT = NEW DIRECTION? 

Grant County Fiscal Court- A new year brings a lot of new faces to the Grant 
County Fiscal Court. 

FHeaded by new Judge-Executive Steve Wood, the fiscal court is entirely new and 
all Republican. 

The newly elected magistrates include Jacqalynn Riley, Bobby Newman and 
Shawna Coldiron. 

Wood has also hired Scott Kimmich as a deputy-judge executive. 

The new court will face many challenges ahead as it looks at hiring a new parks 
and recreation director, making necessary improvements to the Grant County 
Detention Center facility and possible adding more staff to the Grant County Sheriff’s 
Office, all while balancing the budget. 

Tough decisions will likely have to be made in Wood’s first year as the county 
looks to grow with the changes the incoming Ark Encounter may bring. 

The way Grant County expands and is shaped in the next few years by the court 
will have a lot to do with where the county is in the future. 


ARK CONSTRUCTION BEGINS 

Ark Encounter- As the tourism project inches closes to reality, 
several questions remained unanswered? 

The state has reneged and pulled tax incentives based on perceived 
religious discrimination in the hiring practices for the multi-million 
dollar attraction. 

Will the state change its mind with support from Sen. Damon 
Thayer and Rep. Brian Linder on the side of the Ark Encounter? 

Will the company file a lawsuit against the state for pulling the 
incentives? 

With ground broken and work underway, its is unlikely the financial 
speed bump will have any impact on the Ark coming to fruition. 

But, the project has to be impacted in someway if it the incentives 
are not reinstated in the end. 

With the replica of Noah’s Ark opening in the summer of 2016, will 
Grant County begin to start seeing the economic boost that many 
believe will follow? 

Will restaurants, hotels and other businesses start circling the area 
looking to capitalize on the onslaught of visitors once the Ark opens? 

This year may provide answers to many of these questions.

Repairs at the Grant County Detention Center could cost more 
than $1 million dollars in the coming weeks and months. 

According to Grant County Judge-Executive Steve Wood, the 
facility has several major life safety issues, which include the need 
to replace heating and air conditioning units, a leaking roof, bro¬ 
ken security cameras, only one working stove to feed 300+ pris¬ 
oners and a 6-inch gap in the kitchen where the floor has 
dropped. 

‘We are looking at $1 million to $1.6 million to fix these 
problems that must be addressed, so we are going to break it 
down into a priority list,’’ Wood said. 

Wood has asked a Florence FHVAC company to come in and 
make maintenance recommendations for the facility. 

This list will be used by the magistrates to make a priority list 
for repairs. 

“We will then put these projects out for bid,’’ Wood said. 

Fie expects to have the report to the magistrates by the end of 
this week. 

“This is the largest problem we’ve got in the county right now 
and we’ve got to address it,’’ Wood said.

Icy roads and a dusting of 
snow did not stop students at 
Grant County Schools from 
learning Jan. 26 even though 
classes were called off. 

The school district missed its 
fifth day of the school year 
because of inclement weather 
this week. 

However, it was the first time 
students continued instruction 
from home through the new 
“There’s No Learning Like 
‘Snow’ Learning plan. 

Grant County was one of 13 
school districts the Kentucky 
Department of Education 
approved waivers for that allow 
the district’s use of virtual or 
other non-traditional instruction 
when school is canceled because 
of weather or another emergen¬ 
cy. 

The plan primarily utilizes a 
new software application called 
Homework Interchange, which 
will allow students to receive 
instruction and assignments, 
then submit work - all remotely. 

The Snow Learning plan also 


includes software applications 
students are already comfortable 
with, such as Compass Learning 
and OdysseyWare. 

More traditional learning 
packets and projects are also 
available for younger students 
and for those who may not have 


access to the needed technology. 

“There has been a ton of man 
hours put into preparing for this 
initiative,” said Assistant 
Superintendent Jennifer Wright. 
“Our administrators have done a 
fantastic job up front planning 
and communicating with staff. 


The technology team spent a 
month meeting with each school 
staff on Homework Interchange, 
our technology tool. On our last 
contract day, our teachers 
worked tirelessly to develop les¬ 
sons that were rigorous and rel¬ 
evant for students and then 
made sure all students were 
ready to implement the pro¬ 
gram.” 

Traditionally, Grant County 
will miss between seven and 10 
days of school because of 
inclement weather. 

However in the last five 
years, the district has averaged 
14 days, including 22 missed 
days last year. 

The Snow Learning Plan is 
an attempt to cut down on the 
amount of makeup days without 
the students losing instruction 
time. 

Under the provisions of the 
waiver, a district may count up 
to 10 non-traditional instruction 
days as regular attendance days 
in its school calendar and not 
have to make them up.

Management is also responsible for the design, implementation, and maintenance of internal 
control relevant to the preparation and fair presentation of a financial statement that is free from material misstatement, whether due to 
fraud or error. 


Auditor’s Responsibility 

Our responsibility is to express an opinion on the financial statement based on our audit. We conducted our audit in accordance with 
auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, the standards applicable to financial audits contained in 
Government Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, and the Audit Guide for Sheriffs Tax 
Settlements issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those standards require that we plan and 
perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statement is free from material misstatement 
An audit involves performing procedures to obtain audit evidence about the amounts and disclosures in the financial statement.

In our opinion, because of the significance of the matter discussed in the Basis for Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted 
Accounting Principles paragraph, the financial statement referred to above does not present fairly, in accordance with accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America, the financial position of each fund of the County Sheriff, as of April 15, 
2014, or changes in financial position or cash flows thereof for the year then ended. 

Opinion on Regulatory Basis of Accounting 

In our opinion, the financial statement referred to above presents fairly, in all material respects, the taxes charged, credited, and paid 
for the period April 16,2013 through April 15,2014 of the Grant County Sheriff, in accordance with the basis of accounting practices 
prescribed or permitted by the Commonwealth of Kentucky as described in Note 1. 

Other Reporting Required by Government Auditing Standards 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards , wc have also issued our report dated September 17,2014 on our consideration of 
the Grant County Sheriffs internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, 
regulations, contracts and grant agreements, and other matters.

On the other side, 
Students for Choice passed 
out “condom cupcakes 
to celebrate reproductive 
responsibility and justice.” 

Indeed, defenders 
of abortion on demand, 
continue to tmmpet “a 
woman’s right to choose” 
and that the unborn baby 
is simply a mass of cells.

the premise that an unborn 
baby is not a “person” and

States Constitution. 

With the Roe decision, 
the Court recognized that 
“the right of personal 
privacy exists under 
the Constitution.” The 
Court went on to give a 
broad interpretation of 
the concept of “personal 
privacy” to encompass a 
woman’s decision whether 
or not to terminate her 
pregnancy. At the same 
time the Court gave 
a narrow definition 
to the Constitution’s 
reference to “person.” 
Since the Constitution 
does not define 
“person,” the Court 
looked at the definition 
of “citizen.” A “citizen” 
speaks of “persons bom or 
naturalized” in the United 
States. By this definition, 
the Justices concluded that 
the unborn had no rights. 
Justice Blackmun further 
stated that the predominant 
belief is that “life does not 
begin until live birth.” With 
regard to the States interest 
in “potential life,” the 
Court found that regulation 
protective of fetal life after 
viability (about seven 
months development) was 
reasonable.

On the other hand, one 
of our founders, Thomas 
Jefferson is quoted to have 
said: “The care of human 
life and happiness, and not 
their destmction, is the first 
and only object of good 
government.” 

Moreover, new three- 
dimensional ultrasound 
plainly images a baby’s 
profile at 11 weeks of 
pregnancy, or nine weeks 
after conception, according 
to the Mayo Clinic Web site 
at http://www.mayoclinic. 
org. Ababy’s cardiovascular 


system begins developing 
five weeks into pregnancy, 
or three weeks after 
conception, a far cry from 
seven months referenced 
in the Court’s decision.

I am allergic to many things and it is not just 
seasonal pollen...so trust me when I say, don’t 
blame your late summer sneezes on this lovely 
perennial. There are about 100 species of golden 
rod in North America, 20 of which can be found 
in Kentucky. So, it is no surprise that solidago or 
golden rod, is Kentucky’s official state flower. 

Golden rod is most apparent in late summer and 
early fall along roadsides and fields that go uncut. 
And, just as golden rod is in full display so is the 
more insidious ragweed. Because of this dramatic 
display an erroneous allergy association has been 
made with pretty golden rod and not the real culprit, 
the unassuming ragweed. 

The insignificant blooms of ragweed produce 
pollen that is light and floats through the air easily 
as it blows about. Golden rod, on the other hand, 
has heavy pollen and does not easily blow about. 
Instead, it must rely on the movement of bees, but¬ 
terflies and birds to carry it on their feet from one 
place to the next. Ragweed goes unnoticed and 
golden rod gets the bad rap. So, yes, it is time to stop 
blaming golden rod for your runny nose and itchy 
eyes and plant some in your herbaceous perennial 
border. If it grows well in the wild imagine what it 
can do under cultivation. 

Golden rod is a sturdy native plant that is well 
suited to perennial borders that require little atten¬ 
tion. It is a reliable bloomer that takes full-sun and 
proves drought tolerant, as you might suspect. We 
are most familiar with the species solidago, where 
clusters of tiny flowers form a bright yellow pyra¬ 
mid. This species can reach 
upwards of five to six feet 
in well-drained, moist soil. 
But, thanks to a variety of 
named cultivars, we have a 
number of golden rods that 
bring other unique qualities 
to the garden. 

The two that you will 
likely find available include 
solidago rugosa 4 Fireworks’ 
and s. sphacelata 'Golden 
Fleece ’. 4 Fire works ’ is great 
for the back of the border 
because it will reach 3 to 4 
feet in height, likely over 
four feet if provided with 
adequate moisture. This 
cultivar is compact and 
clump forming. The most interesting quality of 
this goldenrod, however are the radiating flowers: 
each flower spike that makes up the cluster bursts 
upward before it softly arches, just like a sky filled 
with yellow fireworks. The cultivar remains one of 
my favorites in the garden. 

True to its name, 'Golden Fleece’ has a fleecy 
quality that looks fuzzy, like you aren’t wearing 
your glasses. This effect is especially noticeable 
when it is planted in masses. Because of 'Golden 
Fleece’s’ medium height, 18 inches, it is good in 
the middle of the border or as ground cover plant in 
full-sun situations. 

For all golden rod species, you can cut them back 
by half in early to mid-July if you have the need to 
reduce the size. In early winter go ahead and cut 
back the stems to ground level, where you will no¬ 
tice a neat, green rosette of foliage, which typically 
remains semi-evergreen throughout the winter. 

Another favorite roadside native flower (some 
assert weed) is ironweed. The deep purple, almost 
electric-colored flowers are unmistakable in late 
summer. New York Ironweed, vernonia novebora- 
censis, is worth having in your garden for its late 
summer/early fall display. Ironweed likes moist, 
well-drained soil so watch it during dry periods. It 
can reach up to seven feet in height so it should be 
situated to the back of the border.

Osborn hit a three for 
the Rebels and the lead was 
at four.

The third quarter 
belonged to the Braves. 

They were able to create 
three quick turnovers that 
they turned into scores to 
open the third quarter and 
create a six-point lead at 
44-38. 

But the 6’6” Williams 
flexed his muscles and went 
to work drawing multiple 
opportunities at the free 
throw line.

The score would go

The fourth quarter didn’t 
disappoint either.

For calendar purposes, 
districts will have to add 
any missed days to the end 
of the school year. 

However, in the spring, 
districts will submit docu¬ 
mentation of student and 
faculty participation and 
measurements of student 
learning for the missed 
days. 

The Department of 
Education then will deter¬ 
mine the number of regular 
attendance days granted to 
the district under the provi¬ 
sions of the waiver. 

Designated days for the 
Snow Learning plan are 
communicated through the 
district’s traditional school 
closing messages, includ¬ 
ing Facebook, One Call, 
the district website and ra¬ 
dio/TV stations. 

“Technically, we would 
like for every snow day to 
be a Snow Learning Day,” 
Wright said. “However, 
for KDE purposes we have 
only planned to ask for 
five days that will count 
as calendar days. A Snow 
Learning Day is deter¬ 
mined when it is feasible 
for teachers to come into 
work. After Mr. (Scott) 
Shipp, (district director of 
operations) and (Superin¬ 


tendent Ron) Livingood 
makes the call that school 
is canceled, they go back 
out to travel the roads 
and make a decision as to 
whether or not it is safe to 
call in our staff.” 

The specific lessons 
students are given look dif¬ 
ferent at each grade level, 
but Wright said teachers 
were cautious about giving 
work that students could 
complete on their own. 

Many teachers prepared 
project-based lessons that 
span over the five days of 
Snow Learning and the fo¬ 
cus is generally on reading 
and math, Wright said. 

Just like regular assign¬ 
ments, Snow Learning 
work is expected to com¬ 
pleted even if students are 
not in the classroom. 

Students have two days 
after the snow day to turn 
in the assignment. 

However, Wright said 
teachers will work with 
students who may have 
problems in order to get 
the work completed. 

“It is the expectation 
of the teachers to provide 
feedback on the lessons 
to students, so the learn¬ 
ing process will continue 
beyond the Snow Learning 
Day,” she said. 

“With any lesson, the 
time it takes some students 


will be different for oth¬ 
ers,” Wright said. “The ex¬ 
pectation was to consider 
this a full day of school, so 
we prepared lessons with 
that in mind, taking into 
consideration the age of 
the student.” 

The reaction from some 
parents was mixed to the 
new plan. 

“My daughter was un¬ 
able to login from our lap¬ 
top or her iPhone,” said 
Denise Huffman. “It kept 
telling her she needed to 
log in from a ‘school’ com¬ 
puter or that the content 
wasn’t available. There¬ 
fore, she was unable to 
complete her at-home as¬ 
signments.” 

While Rhonda DeZarn 
likes that students will 
likely get out of school 
earlier for the summer, she 
also encountered issues. 

“With using an IPad 
it wasn’t user friendly,” 
Dezam said. “The docu¬ 
ments didn’t want to open 
and for my ninth grader the 
work was overwhelming. 
We spent several hours 
working on it and still 
didn’t get it done and some 
of it is hard to do without 
a textbook. Now, my sixth 
grader’s work was still a 
little much but wasn’t as 
bad. I hope they will work 
out the kinks and not over¬ 


whelm the kids so much 
then it won’t be so bad.” 

Angela Hatter, who has 
a child in first grade, did 
not have to worry about 
any computer problems. 

“We had a paper pack¬ 
et,” she said. “I thought it 
was great.” 

With any new initia¬ 
tive, Wright said there is 
expected to be glitches the 
first time. 

As expected, there were 
a few problems, but noth¬ 
ing major that the district 
cannot work to correct, 
said Wright. 

“There has been some 
resistance by a few stu¬ 
dents and parents, but that 
is expected too,” she said. 
“Many folks are opposed 
to change and have a dif¬ 
ficult time realizing that 
school is going to look 
different than it did when 
they were in school. With 
anything new, once we 
have practiced a few times, 
it will get easier and soon 
it will just be part of what 
we do on snow days. Grant 
County Schools will evalu¬ 
ate this initiative after each 
Snow Learning Day and 
make improvements to the 
program as we go. We are 
hopeful, in the future, we 
will have less paper pack¬ 
ets and more online learn¬ 
ing taking place.”

Corinth responds to an 
average of 250 calls per year 
and has 16 personnel. 

The department’s average 
response time last year was 
12 minutes. 

The department also 
utilizes a 1992 Pierce Lance 
frontline pumper, a 2005 
Chevrolet bmsh tmck, which 
serves as a backup to a 2005 
Ford Expedition first 
responder vehicle, and a 
2014 International tanker. 

The tanker was bought 
for $159,000 in November 
2013 through a FEMA grant 
and funds from the Grant 
County Fiscal Court. 

“We’re a lot better off 
than what we were, as far as 
apparatus goes,” Kuhn said. 
“It would always be nice to 
have a brand, spanking new 
tmck but this tmck has been 
well maintained by the city 
of Ft. Mitchell over the years. 
It will serve us for several 
years.” 

Kuhn said discussions are 
on-going about purchasing 
property, with the help of the 
Grant County Fiscal Court, 
for a much-needed new fire 
station. 

“It is a dire need,” he said. 
“This building is over 100 
years old. It’s beyond its life 
expectancy. It’s beyond the 
feasibility of repair.”
